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Ancient tradition returns to Chard 



EMBIBERS of real ale in Chard can 
now drink in the knowledge that 
their local hostelries have been given 
the official seal of approval thanks to 
the revival of the ancient practice of 
ale tasting by the town crier, Stuart 
Cumming. 

Researching the history of the town 
crier, Mr Cumming found that the of¬ 
fice of the appointed ale taster from 
medieval times, was taken over by 
town criers at the turn of the 20th 
century. 

On Monday November 25th,ac¬ 
companied by the mayor, Councillor 
Jenny Kenton, andother councillors 
who were collecting for the mayor's

charities, the town crier visited the 
six pubs in the town centre. 

The office of ale taster, or Conner, 
was often a woman as they did most 
of the brewing and was an appoint¬ 
ment made by the ancient court 
leets - the manorial courts whose re¬ 
sponsibilities included ensuring that 
proper trade practices were main¬ 
tained in the selling of food and 
drink. 

The ale taster's duty was to exam¬ 
ine the ale and see to it that stan¬ 
dards and proper measures were 
consistently maintained. 


During ye olde traditional ale tast¬ 
ing ceremony the local landlord from 
each ale house and inn within the 
town boundaries was commanded: 
'Bring forth a pint of your finest ale 
that I might drink and taste and 
judge its quality'. 

After conscientious tasting, which 
cannot be rushed, the anxious land¬ 
lord is finally relieved to hear it loudly 
proclaimed: 'It hath a good head, a 
good colour, a good nose, and is fit 
for men to drink'. 

Then the town crier proclaimed: 
'We give thee this evergreen sprig to 
hang above thy door so that all way¬ 
farers will know that thine ales are 


good. God save this drinking estab¬ 
lishment and God Save the Queen.' 

Mr Cumming, who considers him¬ 
self an experienced taster of ale, du¬ 
plicated the cry presenting the 
landlords with an imitation sprig. 

He said the ale tasting had been 
particularly important in towns like 
Chard which has run off water, as 
often bad water was used in the 
brewing. 

The inaugural tasting went down 
very well with local publicans who 
were happy to have a visit by the 
crier and party. A total of £130 was 
collected for the mayor's chosen 
charities

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A magic box that keeps a child alive 


T o date, people of the world have donated 
more than £200 million for the Philip¬ 
pines victims of Typhoon Haiyan, of 
which more than £40 million has come from 
UK donors and another £50 million from the 
British Government. 

In addition, the World Bank and the Asian Development 
Bank are giving £650 million in grants and emergency 
loans. 

But for the four million Filipinos who lost everything in 
the hellstorm, it will not be enough. 

Why? Because coping with a natural disaster isn’t just 
for Christmas - it takes years, years, for a devastated area 
to recover. 

And while the poor souls of Tacloban, the Philippines’ 
worst-hit city, can probably get by for that long before 
KFC is rebuilt, they won’t last a week without water. 

In Haiti, aid agencies were still carrying in water two 
years after the earthquake of 2010 levelled the island and 
destroyed the clean water supply. 

Clean water is the most essential relief wherever there 
is a disaster on the planet. Food and shelter run a close 
second but it’s water that makes the difference between 
life or, as detailed below, a grotesque death. 

The dangers of drinking waste water after a disaster 
should be obvious, but in case they are not, here they are: 
typhoid, cholera, e-coli, leptospirosis and hepatitis E; 
each one comes with a free ride to the morgue. 

Devon, Dorset & Somerset Newspapers Limited, the 
publishers of this newspaper, have committed to a two- 
year charity campaign in association with the Rotary 
Club of Chelwood Bridge because there, at the little Som¬ 
erset town of Midsomer Norton, they have ingeniously 
developed an ideal solution to this problem of how long 
it takes after a disaster for clean water to run through the 
pipes again.

after you have lost everything; cooking and eating uten¬ 
sils, basic means of shelter, all sorts of essential bits and 
bobs, and, most importantly, a simple water-purification 
system that will provide a family of four with clean water 
every day for a year. You can read more about it at 
www.worldwaterworks.org but it’s simple - pour in 
waste water and clean water comes out, like magic. 

The boxes cost £150 to fit out and send to disaster 
zones; a hundred and fifty quid to keep a family alive for 
a year. 

Since Typhoon Haiyan struck, Chelwood Bridge’s 
Hugo Pike and his team of tireless Rotarians have been 
working flat out packing and shipping Water Survival 
Boxes to the Philippines. But stocks are running low, and 
although donations are thankfully coming in, more and 
more boxes are going to be needed in the long time it will 
take yet before clean water is running again. 

Because for us clean water is such a given, guaranteed 
to be always there whenever we turn on a tap, it is diffi¬ 
cult to imagine life without it. It is harder still to imagine 
what it feels like to be without it. 

But this is the reality of what happens when an earth¬ 
quake, tsunami or typhoon takes out the water supply: 


Because of disasters, every 20 seconds somewhere in 
the world a child aged under five dies of dehydration. 
Let’s count them as we explore what it feels like to endure 
the 7-10 days that it takes to die of thirst. Here’s what 
doctors expertly say: 

“As dehydration begins, you become very tired. You 
can’t urinate easily and when you can your urine is dark 
brown; later, as it concentrates, you can’t urinate at all 
and your bladder will burn. You want to cry but there is 
no liquid in you for tears. 

‘Then a severely-painful headache starts. Your mouth 
dries and becomes caked with thick saliva, your tongue 
swells and cracks, your eyes recede into their sockets, the 
lining cracks in your nose (ONE DEAD) and it begins 
to bleed. 

“You start to feel dizzy and then seizures begin. Your 
heart starts to race and so does your breathing, you are 
panting as your blood pressure drops. Terrible cramps at¬ 
tack your arms and legs, you cannot stand nor sit down. 
Your temperature rises, you feel very hot because you 
cannot sweat. You feel nauseous but can only dry-heave, 
and then the cramps painfully attack your stomach 

“Your skin hangs loose, dries and becomes scaly, your 
muscles become spastic .Then, as your brain cells (TWO 
DEAD) dry out, you start convulsing. Your eyesight 
fades, thick secretions begin to plug your lungs, you 
struggle to breathe. You become more and more ex¬ 
hausted, you may hallucinate. Then seizures grip the 
body and you fall into a coma and your heart stops.” 

As Dr. David Stevens, a US physician who has seen 
thousands die of thirst during 13 years in Africa, says: 
“Contrary to those that try to paint a picture of a gentle 
process, death by dehydration is a cruel, inhumane and 
often agonising death.’ 

Every day, (THREE DEAD) 4,109 children die of 
thirst like that because natural disasters like hurricanes, 
earthquakes and flooding have left them with no clean 
water. 

That’s 171 every hour, three a minute, dying like that. 
Every minute of every day, three children die like that; 


‘At least five children will die through lack of water whilst you read this’ 


tongue cracked, nose bleeding, convulsed in agony. Chil¬ 
dren are dying like that in he Philippines now, for want 
of a Water Survival Box.

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Have your say on flood strategy 


MEMBERS of the public are being invited to have 
their say on plans to manage the risk of flooding in 
Somerset. 

The Flood Risk Management Strategy sets out the 
approach Somerset County Council, as lead local 
flood authority, proposes to take to limit the impacts 
of flooding across the county. 

Deputy Leader of SCC, councillor David Hall, said: 
“This is a good opportunity for members of the public 
to get involved by providing their feedback on draft 
plans to help to minimise the potentially devastating 
effects of flooding in the County. 

“We can’t guarantee that Somerset won’t face flood¬ 
ing again but we are putting robust plans in place to 
deal with the effects in a co-ordinated manner should 
we face the levels of flooding we have in recent 
years.” 

Produced by SCC with input from the district and 
borough councils, the Environment Agency, water and 


sewerage companies, and the Internal Drainage 
Boards, the strategy outlines who is responsible for 
clearing gullies, watercourses and managing surface 
water and groundwater, as well as helping members 
of the public to manage their own flood risk. 

The final strategy will add to the measures SCC has 
already taken to combat flooding in the county, in¬ 
cluding the £200,000 flood mitigation fund, £300,000 
for dredging and £50,000 provided to help victims of 
floods earlier this year. 

People can provide their feedback an all aspects of 
the strategy with the information gathered and being 
fed into the final version of the ‘Flood Risk Manage¬ 
ment Strategy’. To view the draft strategy and com¬ 
plete the on-line questionnaire, please visit: 
http://goo.gl/xM5k20. 

The consultation closes on December 23rd with a 
final draft going to Cabinet for approval on February 
5th 2014. 


Scoop that poop! 


WITH the clocks having recently 
gone forward and the darker nights 
now with us, South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council is urging dog owners 
to clean up after their pets. 

Rumblings on social media of an 
increasing problem with dog foul¬ 
ing, have prompted enforcement 
officers from the Streetscene de¬ 
partment to step up patrols across 
the district in a bid to catch any of¬ 
fenders failing to remove their pets 
mess. 

Flyers and dog waste bags will 
also be handed out to dog walkers 
by enforcement officers across 
south Somerset in an attempt to 


highlight the maximum fine for not 
clearing up after their pet. The 
maximum fine is £1,000. 

A council spokesman said: “We 
would like to remind dog owners 
that, fixed penalty notices can be 
issued on the evidence of any 
member of the public. 

“If anyone sees anyone not clean¬ 
ing up after their dog please report 
the incident, giving the enforce¬ 
ment officers as much information 
as possible.” 

Dog walkers are reminded that 
they should be clearing up after 
their dogs everywhere. 

Portfolio holder for environment 


and economic development, coun¬ 
cillor Jo Roundell Greene said: 
“We want to make it clear that fail¬ 
ing to remove dog fouling is unac¬ 
ceptable and that we can issue 
fixed penalties for this offence. It 
is a shame that people do not make 
the effort to keep our wonderful 
towns clean. 

“To leave dog mess lying around 
is shameful - it does not take much 
to carry a scoop or bag around with 
you.” 

Incidents of dog fouling can be 
reported to the council by calling 
01935 462462 and speaking to an 
enforcement officer confidentially. 


Consultation announced for local plan modifications 


MODIFICATIONS to the local plan will now go to 
public consultation this month. 

The consultation will involve the six areas of con¬ 
cern outlined in the Planning Inspector's preliminary 
findings plus an additional topic covering gypsy and 
traveller provision and will run for six weeks, which 
began yesterday (Thursday, November 28th) and 
will end on January 10th 2014. 

Everyone who commented on the local plan at the 
submission stage will be notified of the consulta¬ 
tion. 

As well as being on the council's website the con¬ 
sultation documents will be placed in main council 
offices and in libraries across the district. 

CouncillorTim Carroll, Portfolio Holder for Finance 
and Spatial Planning said: "We have undertaken a 
significant amount of work to address those specific 
aspects that were highlighted by the inspector in his 


initial preliminary findings letter. Once the district 
executive and full council have approved the pro¬ 
posed main modifications for consultation this will 
then be the time for the community to tell us what 
they think of the modifications of those specific 
topic areas that we are proposing to put before the 
Inspector. 

"I would stress again that we are not re-consulting 
on the whole range of topics that make up the total 
local plan - just these specific aspects that were 
identified by the Inspector. The inspector was very 
explicit that representations on other topics will not 
be relevant to this current exercise. 

"We still have some way to go in terms of the 
process but this is one step further towards getting 
an adopted local plan for the district which will help 
to provide certainty on spatial planning matters for 
all those who live and work in South Somerset."

"We're predicting good times ahead while the rest of the 
industry is predicted to be relatively flat," said Thomson. 

"Over the next 18 months to two years we will continue 
our very strong product-led growth which sends out an 
exciting message to our dealers," he added. 

That recovery in sales comes on the back of the success¬ 
ful launches of Mazda CX-5, new Mazda6 and the forth¬ 
coming all-new Mazda3 - all with Mazda's 
groundbreaking SKYACTIV technology. 

Sales are running 10 per cent ahead of the original 
planned for the year resulting in Mazda reacting quickly 
to add production to their programme to relinquish stock 
and meet future demands. "While we would rather run 
with one car too few than one too many, we also need to 
ensure the network can fully capitalise on the increase in 
sales opportunities," said Sales Director Peter Allibon. 

In the first 10 months of 2013, Mazda sold 27,800 cars, 
16 per cent up on the same period in 2012 according to 
SMMT data. 

The restructuring of the dealer network is also paying

dividends, boosting sales per outlet and increasing prof¬ 
itability. 

Average new car sales through each dealership are ex¬ 
pected to quickly return to pre-crisis level as total annual 
volume approaches 40,000 units, explained Allibon. 

That growth will also help boost dealer profitability 
which is forecast to be better than the average for the in¬ 
dustry next year and return to the top quartile as sales of 
the new generation of SKYACTIV models reach over 70 
per cent of the total mix next year. 

"A combination of growth, dealer profitability and the 


increased kerb appeal of the SKYACTIV models are en¬ 
couraging dealers to upgrade to the premium, fresh and 
21 st century feel of the new corporate identity - a look 
that was piloted in the UK earlier this year and will make 
Mazda stand out in multi-franchise outlets,"explained Al¬ 
libon 

"Meanwhile, the growth momentum continues with 
Mazda's position as a franchise of choice being reinforced 
further by the fact that there are more companies who 
want to become a Mazda dealer then there are open 
points,"concluded Allibon.

Doncaster was one of the fixtures 
that Gary Johnson would have 
been looking to win if the Glovers 
are to get back into the pack, and 
although it wasn't one of their best, 
they probably deserved to share 
the spoils.
